Mrs. Pott hu lately published in England a 


book concerning Lord Baoon 'a "-Promus." The 
following uotea reproduce its more atriking 
points : 


Tho writoi of the preface is of the opinion 


that the similarities to Bacon|m Shakespeare 
arise merely from the latter having borrowed 
from Bacon. Many attribute them to their 
having studied the same books. 
Bnt this 


obliges ns alsOjto believe that from these books 
two men ao different derived identically the 
same theories and turns of expression, taates 
and antipathies 
In looking at "Promus" it 


really seems as if Bacon had been taking notes 
from Shakespeare. We find iu it hundreds of 
notes of whicli no trace has been discovered in 
any of his own writings, or in those of any of 
his contemporaries except Bhatespcaie. 


In almost every department of knowledge 


and opinion wo Imvo Bacon's mind in SbftUcs- 
pearo's writings. 


In many cases wo have identical forms of 


speech, words, and uses of words not found iu 
previous or contemporary 'writers. 


There are recorded in the Promns 208 Eug- 


Hslt proverbs, of which no less than 152 are to 
be found in Shakespeare, while scarcely one of 
thorn 11 to ho found in Bacon's own writings. 
Why would he II&A o noted them if he had not 
intftideil to use them2 


Iu one case we find two proverbs combined 


iu thol'ionitis and also in tha plays, and yet 
they do iiot occur together in tae hooka from 
which IJacon took them. 


There are a few proverbs not in the Promus 


that are in Shakespeare, bat theae may be 
found in Bacon's letters and speeches. 


There are 340 foreign proverbs in tho Promus, 


and lot of thorn are also in the plays. It is 
hardly piobable that Shakespeare had suf- 
ficient knowledge of French, Italian and Spau- 
Mlj to enable him to introduce them and adopt 
sentiments from them as if they were house- 
hold words. 


The frequent occurrence in the plays of the 


wise lawo of the ancients leads to the convic- 
tion that they were not takou at first hand from 
t ho \ arious classical authors, hut from the 
commentaries of Erasmus, and there are 335 
of these Erasmus notes in Shakespeara. And 
it 13 remarkable that they are not set down in 
the Promus in the order in which they oocur 
in Eiasmus, but are arranged aa if for a pur- 
pose. 


In the Piomus OCCUIB the adage, "To drive 


out a iiuil with a nail " This adage is intro- 
duced in "Tho Two Gentlemen of Verona," and 
also in "Coriolanub," and its setting in both 
places is ao peculiar and Baconian as to bo 
most remiti kable 
We «ee Bacon 'a strong ten- 


dency to UBC antithetical forms ot speech and 
uiot.ii>uoiH founded upon his scientific re- 
searches, and in both canes appears au original 
and erroneous scientific theory of Bacon's re- 
gal Oiag lien t. It is almost punt belief that any 
two men should at precisely the same period, 
have conceived the same theoiies and made 
the same mistake*. 


Tho few La tin pi overba which were favoiites 


of Bacon, audoiten quoted by bun in letters 
and speeches (though not in the Promua) are 
all in Shakespeare 


One of his favorites Baeou does not use later 


than KiOO; nor does it appear in any play of 
ShaLeapeaio written after that time. Of 350 
tmmles and metaphors in Bacon, 300 are found 
in Shakespeare. 


In some of Bacon's letters, in which he dis- 


cusses his vmtmgs by name, there is allusion 
to anothoi class of wiitmgs whigh he calls 
'•woikaof recieation," without describing them 
definitely. 
Ru Toby Matthew, to whom these 


letters wore written, wrote to Bacon: '"The 
most prodigious w it that ever I knew is of youi' 
name, though ho be known by another." 


Perhaps tins docs not prove that Bacon and 


Shakespeaie were identical, but Such evidence 
as it affords might suffice to hang & man if ha 
•wore on trial for his life.

TOMBSTONE, 


Tbe Llrely Town with the 


Nune.

At the beginning of tha jmt 1878 then was 


not BO ranch as t teat at Tombstone. "Ed" 
Scheiffelin and brother started thither pros- 
pecting. It was. supposed to be in adventure 
fall of danger. At the Santa Bite silver mines, 
in the Santa Cms valley, for instance, by no 
means BO far away, three superintendents had 
been murdered by Indians in rapid succession. 
Friends therefore said, "Better take your coffin 
with yon, Ed; you will find your tombstone, 
and nothing ela». 
Bnt Ed Sohieffelin— a 


young man yet, who has not discarded 
a picturesque way of dressing 
of which 


ho 
was 
fond, 
nor 
greatly 
altered 


his habita 
otherwise— fonnd instead the 


Tough Nut and Contention mUua,mad» a great 
fortune out of them, and was no pleased with 
the difference between what had really hap- 
pened and the prediction that he conferred the 
name of Tombstone upon the place itself. 


One of the two well-printed and vary cred- 


itable daily papers now existing has assumed 
the correspondingly dismal title ot The Epitaph. 
Th» unreliability of epitaphs— if the remark 
may be safely ventured at this distance—is 
proverbial. Nevertheless, they m&y occasion- 
ally tell the truth: and from appearances it 
would sesm that this wag ono of those occa- 
sions, and that almost any laudation of its sub- 
ject by this particular Epitaph was justifiable. 
The small city, two years old at the date of 
this journey, nad attained to a population of 
3,000, and a property valuation, apart from the 
mines, of $1,050,980. A desirable lot of 30x80 
feet, on Allen, street, between Fourth and 
Sixth— such was the business-like nomencla- 
ture already used in this settlement of yester- 
day—was worth |6,000. A Hhanty that cost $50 
to build rented for 115 a month. A nacleuo of 
many blocks at the centre occaisted of sub- 
stantial, {large-Bund buildings— hotels, banks, 
Schieffelin hall, for meetings and amusements, 
and stores stocked with goods of more than 
the average excellence for even older towns. 


Tho mining claims run under the city itself. 


From tha roof of tha Grand hotel you looked 
down at the shafts, the hoist works, and heaps 
of extracted ore of the Viziiia, the Gilded Age 
(close by theJPalaeo Lodging-House), the Moun- 
tain Maid, and other mines opening strangely 
in the midst of the buildings. This circum- 
atauce has given, rise to disputes of ownership. 
ao that whoever would be safe purchases all 
tho conflicting titles both above-ground and 
below. On a commanding hill close by, to tho 
southward were the Tough Nut and Conten- 
tion, with above them many others discovered 
later. Tha larger mines have extensive build- 
ings of wood, painted Indian red, with hand- 
some draughting and assay rooms within, and 
regularly educated scientists, ex-college pro- 
fessors and the like, in charge. The lessor are 
fain to put np in the beginning with common 
ahads and poorer appliances of every kind 
About them all lie heaps ot a blackish rnate- 
rial,resembling inferior coal mixed with slate, 
which is the silver ore in its Dative condition 
A laborer above ground earned S3. 50, and be- 
low ground |4, for a "shift" of eight hours' 
work; and the work went on night and day, 
Sundays and all. 
The outskirts consisted still of huts and 


tents. A burly miner could be seen stretched 
upon his cot in his windowless cabin barely 
large enough to contain it. There were small 
tents provided with wooden doors and adobe 
chimneys. New as it was, the business portion 
of the place had been swept out of existence at 
one time. A devastating fire had originated 
from a characteristic incident— the explosion 
of a whisky barrel at the Oriental saloon. 
But in fourteen days all bad been rebuilt much 
better than before. I took the paws to re- 
mark the number of establishments iu a single 
short block of Allen stieat at which intoxicat- 
ing beverages could be had. There were the 
bar-rooms of two principal hotels, the Eagle 
breWery, Cancan chop-house, French rotisserie, 
Alhambra, Haison Dare, City of Paris, Brown'a 
saloon, Fashion saloon, Miners' home, Kelly's 
wine-house, the Grotto, the Tivoli and two 
saloons besides apparently unnamed. At all 
these places gambling goes on without let or 
hinderanca. The absence of savings-banks ot 
of other opportunities for depositing money 
in these wild new oommonities. and the conse- 
quent temptation of having it always under 
the eye, no doubt has something to do with the 
general passion for gambling. From the hy- 
gienic point of view, whisky and cold lead are 
mentioned as the leading diseases at Tomb- 
stone. What with th» leisure that seems to 
prevail, the constant drinking and gambling at 
the saloons, and the universal practice of carry- 
ing deadly weapons, there is but one source of 
astonishment, and that is that the cold lead 
disease should claim so few victims. Casual- 
ties are very infrequent considering the amount 
of vaporish talk indulged in, and the imminent 
risks that are constantly ran; and the small 
cemetery over toward Contention hill is still 
comparatively virgin ground. 


An Undenrround City. 


Demorest's Monthly. 


New York, as every one knows, is situated 


upon a narrow island, 
It cannot spread but 


in one direction because of the surrounding 
waters. As a consequence an enormous busi- 
ness is beingdoue upon a small surface of laud 
to utilize which there have been built within 
the last twelve years immense office buildings 
and apartment houses, each of which accom- 
modates as many people as live in an ordinary 
vilUgo. Under this narrow stretch of land ate 
built sewers, basements and cellars, iu ad- 
dition to gas-pipes, water-mains, and other un- 
derground constructions. To relieve the sur- 
face of the streets of their enormous vehicular 
traffic, it is proposed to build underground 
streets and snoways to accommodate the sew- 
ers, water, gas and steam pipes. and eventually 
telegraph and telephone wires. Nor is this all 
Advantage will be taken of these subways to 
run cars, and open passages for vehicles. It 
is not improbable that by the twentieth century 
the principal thoroughfares will be underlaid 
by a second street so as to expedite travel and 
traffic. New York has tried one experiment on 
a very great scale; no less than three compa- 
nies are laying steam pipes all over the city, 
which can be used not only for power but 
for heating and cooking purposes. It is be- 
lieved that the time will shortly come when 
furnaces, stoves, and other heating appa- 
ratuses will be dispensed with, and thatjheat 
will bo supplied from the outside as water and 
g«9 now aie. It is said that every process of 
cooking, including broiling, can be done by 
steam 
How tbis can bo accomplished ia a 


mystery to the uninitiated.

MEANS BY WHICH THE SEDALIA SAFE 


ROBBERS WERE CAPTURED. 


The St. Louis Exposition—The Oklahoma 


Raiders—A Strange Case of Air 


"phyxiation. 


HELENA, ARK. , tebrtiasy 26—The com- 


munity was thrown Into a great state ot ex- 
citement this morning by a report that 
cams from the WiUlwnsonplaoa, two miles 
below the city, that the convicts at work on 
the lev ee had taken a gun from one of the 
guards, killed Air. James H. Gant, a very 
prominent planter, and.escaped. It aeems 
that there were eighteen white persons and 
font colored workingat the place, and sud- 
denly suuie of them rushed upon Charles 
Kaukin. one" of the guards,,, and wrested a 
gun from him. Thus armed they practiced 
the same lliing upon one of the guards by 
the namu at Hill. ilr. Qant who woa u 
short distance from tlie scene, advanced up- 
on the convicts with a view of stopping 
their movements, when one of the leaders 
cried out "shoot the 
" and the party 


who had Kaukin'a gun leveled It at Mr. 
Gant, and shotiim through the body, who 
was upon horseback at the time and rode 
perhaps SOOyaids whin he fell to the ground 
and in five minutes was a corpse. 
In the 


meantime the convicts made a rush for tht 
west, and soon had got across the hills. 
About twenty-five persona went from 


Helena to Join In the search for the convict 
murderer^. Mr. Want was one of tho best 
known men. of tho state, and his death will 
be generally felt. 


Latest advices state that hounds have 


been put on the track of the murderers, 
and they are, perhaps, surrounded lu the 
citnebrake aforesaid. , 
The two train robbers were the leaders, 
and are described as horrible|wretches, and 
capable of almost any crime. They were 
under sentences which aggregated a great 
number of years. They robbed the St. 
Louts, Iron Moudtaln and Southern train, 
near Prescott, last year, and have played 
meek, humble and penitent characters, 
gulling the Little BOOK papers especially, 
which published sickening accounts of their 
efforts to reform, and the change that had 
como over them. Steps will be taken to 
have a reward offered at once. 


The Sedalla Bate-Bobbery. 


SEDALIA, Mo., February 26.— Yesterday 


Frank Wells, the young man arrested in 
Galcsburg, III., upon a charge of compli- 
city in the Adder safe-robbery in this city, 
was brought before the Justice's Court for 
a preliminary examination. Of course it 
can not be known yet wether Wells U in- 
nocent or guilty, but the history of his cap- 
ture is Interesting. The robbery ocoured 
at 8;30 o'clock In the evening. 
On the
